When a new farm organi/ation is talked of, 


professional politicians wlm make a business of 
"playing up" to the farmer, hasten lo volunteer.

ter the farmer, and throw themselves upon the 
Spears of his foes. 
"I was born on a farm", 


they begin, but few of them die on farms with 
the possible exception of Hie poor farm. They 
(ire not farm farmers, but farm movement far- 
mers. About the only farm movement the poli- 
tician of ibis type has never been active in is the 
hoe movement.
